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FILL UP ON 
MAINLAND, 
URGES MP 


A TORY MP has called on 
his constituents in Swale to 
boycott petrol stations on 
Sheppey after the cost of fuel 
rocketed to record levels. 

Gordon Henderson said con¬ 
stituents should snub island garages 
charging above average prices and fill 
up on the mainland. 

He said: “It’s long been the case that 
those living on Sheppey have paid 
more for their petrol but with better 
links they no longer have to fill up on 
the island. It’s a ten-minute drive to 
Sittingboume and if the community

wants to pay less for fuel then they’ll 
have to force the issue. I recommend 
they do what I do and that’s travel to 
Sittingboume and fill up there.” 

The backbencher’s comments came 
as the Government announced the 
cost of petrol will increase by 2p, to 
127p a litre; while diesel will rise to an 
average of 13 lp a litre. 

The hike has angered commuters 
and left businesses claiming the rise 
leaves them facing bankruptcy. 

David Pink is a director at Dodds 
Group in Teynham - one of the largest 


haulage companies in Swale. Four 
years ago the firm mn a fleet of 200 
lorries but fuel prices together with 
unregulated foreign competition has 
seen this drop to 60. 

“This country gets the cheapest fuel 
in Europe, but after the Government 
adds duty it becomes the most expen¬ 
sive,” Mr Pink said. 

“The latest increase will see our fuel 
bill increase by about £1,200 per 
week, which isn’t sustainable.” 

Mr Pink said the number of foreign 
lorry drivers with access to cheaper 
petrol was driving UK hauliers out of 
business. “They have the capacity to

DEPUTY Director of public health in 
Swale, Andrew Scott-Clark, says 
anyone eligible for a free flu jab 
should have it as soon as possible. 

“We strongly urge those who are 
eligible to take advantage of the free 
seasonal flu jab to protect themselves 
against the three types of flu in circu¬ 
lation, including swine flu,” said Mr 
Scott-Clark. 

“The best way to avoid flu is to get 
immunised, but people can protect 
themselves and the people they come 
into contact with by practising good 
hand hygiene and using the catch it, 
bin it, kill it technique. 

“This means carrying tissues, cov¬ 
ering coughs and sneezes with a tis¬ 
sue, disposing of the tissue after one 
use, and cleaning hands with soap 
and water or an alcohol hand gel. 


“People with long-term conditions 
such as diabetes or heart conditions 
must get their vaccine. Even if you 
feel well, you are at increased risk of 
seasonal flu. 

“People with cold and flu symptoms 
are encouraged to visit their local 
pharmacist for advice on suitable 
remedies, to avoid spreading the 
viruses around GP practices and hos¬ 
pitals.” 

Those eligible for the flu jab include 
everyone over 65 years of age, babies 
aged six months or un, all children 
and adults with serious, long-term 
health problems including heart dis¬ 
ease and bronchitis and pregnant 
women.

Dead after a 


single 

punch 

A MURDER investigation 
has been launched after 
the death of a father of two 
who was attacked in a 
Murston street. 

Adrian Milner passed away at a 
London hospital on Sunday after¬ 
noon. Known to his friends as Ada, 
he was assaulted in Church Road, 
on Tuesday, December 28, last year. 

The 48-year-old was walking with 
a friend near the Co-op grocery 
store just before 7.53pm. Police 
believe there was a brief altercation 
involving a third man, who punched 
Mr Milner in the face. The blow 
caused him to fall to the floor and 
hit his head, leaving him with a 
serious head injury. 

Medics fought to save the lorry 
driver, but his injuries were too 
severe. A post-mortem examination 
was due to take place yesterday; the 
results will be released at a later 
date. 

Detective Inspector Lee 
Whitehead said: “People in Murston 
have shown real concern for what 
happened and as a result many

have come forward with really use¬ 
ful information following earlier 
appeals. 

“Thanks to their help we are gain¬ 
ing a much clearer picture of what 
happened that evening, but we are 
still missing information that will 
give us the full picture. 

“By being at the scene exactly a 
fortnight later, we will hopefully be 
able to talk to people who were out 
and about at that time in the 
evening two weeks ago and may 
have seen either the assault or 
events leading up to it.” 

Kent Police are appealing for any¬ 
one with information to come for¬ 
ward as soon as possible and offi¬ 
cers made door-to-door inquiries 
yesterday in a bid to collect more 
information.

Don't let fuel thieves leave you in the cold 


A SPATE of domestic fuel thefts has 
prompted police to warn household¬ 
ers to be on their guard. 

Officers believe the spiralling cost 
of oil has triggered the trend, and 
have issued the following advice. 

Detective Inspector Susie Harper 
said: “There are steps you can take to 
deter thieves. Fit a good quality close 
shackle padlock. Remote electronic oil 
level gauges will set off an audible 
alarm if the oil level in the tank sudden¬ 
ly drops or falls below a quarter full.

These gauges, which cost between 
£70 and £100, can be fitted indoors to 
warn of any potential problem.” 

DI Harper said clever planting 
could also deter thieves: “They will 
think twice before forcing their way 
through a prickly hedge, and the 
smallest trace of blood or shred of 
ripped clothing could provide forensic 
evidence to identify the offender.” 


“Installing security lights and a 
lockable cage around the tank are 
also worth considering.” 

In Hazel Street, Stockbury, oil was 
stolen from the tanks of two neigh¬ 
bouring properties. Oil worth about 
£1,000 was taken from one tank and 
oil worth approximately £500 was 
taken from the second, where dam¬ 
age was estimated at £500.

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Prison officers contain 
riot after phone found

A RELIGIOUS gang started a riot 
at an Isle of Sheppey prison after a 
police bust put their alleged drug¬ 
dealing racket out of business. 

A group of Muslim prisoners went on the 
rampage when a drug delivery to HMP 
Swaleside was intercepted by cops lying in wait 
outside the Category B jail. 

Inside, 10 prison officers sustained face and 
head injuries after confiscating a mobile phone 
being used to co-ordinate a second drop-off of 
contraband, including heroin and cocaine. 

John Hancock, spokesman for the Prison 
Officer’s Association, said but for the courage of 
guards, the jail would have been overrun. 

He said: “There were about 120 prisoners out 
on Delta wing when officers attempted to con¬ 
fiscate a mobile phone. A section of the inmates 
did not want the phone taken away and start¬ 
ed fighting staff on the landing. 

“There were only about 12 staff and they 
were put under incredible pressure, with stand- 
up fights. 

“A second alarm call was made and more staff 
were deployed from other wings and the situa¬ 
tion was brought under control. However, if it 
was not for the bravery of a few staff the inci¬ 
dent would not have been quelled and there 
would have been a full-scale riot.” 

A prison source said about 20 Muslim prison¬ 
ers had been shipped out of the prison in an 
attempt to break up the gang. 

Kent Police and the Prison Service have 


joined forces in a bid to tackle drug dealing at 
the prison. Kent Police confirmed four people 
were arrested last week when a large quantity 
of drugs and mobile phones were seized. 

Prisoners commonly use mobile phones to co¬ 
ordinate drop-offs - where contraband items 
are thrown over the perimeter walls to inmates 
during exercise time. 

Mr Hancock said many of the problems at 
HMP Swaleside were caused by a serious 
shortage of prison guards. “Essentially more 


prison guards are needed, not staff in white 
shirts doing administrative jobs,” he said. 

“I sincerely hope this incident will cause 
staffing levels to be reviewed. It’s clear prison¬ 
ers don’t respond to rehabilitation pro¬ 
grammes, they only respond to punishment, 
which is what a prison is designed to do. They 
need to feel like it’s not a place they want to go 
back to.”

Virtual courts 
'could replace 
magistrates' 

GORDON Henderson, MP for 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, has written 
to the Justice Minister to lobby for virtu¬ 
al courts to be introduced to the district. 

Mr Henderson, 
pictured, says 
there is little 
chance the 
Government will 
reverse its deci¬ 
sion to close 
Sittingboume 
Magistrates 
Court and virtu¬ 
al courts may be 
the next best 
thing. 

The system could see defendants and 
witnesses giving evidence using a video 
link to magistrates sitting in courts in 
Medway or Canterbury. 

The system is currently bring trialled 
in North Kent, where 43 people have 
been dealt with since December, and Mr 
Henderson wants Swale to be included 
in the trial. 

However, Gary Beautridge, Assistant 
Chief Constable for Kent Police, said the 
trial would not be extended to other 
areas until a Government review had 
taken place in March. 

He said: “Kent Police is one of only two 
forces nationally which are trialling the 
virtual court system, alongside the 
Metropolitan Police service. 

‘We have virtual court technology 
installed at North Kent police station 
and over the Christmas period we saw 
people arrested for drink-driving 
processed through the virtual court sys¬ 
tem. In one case, it took just over one 
hour and 20 minutes from the point of 
charge to the sentencing.”

carry 1,000 litres of fuel and can 
enter the country without filling up 
or paying tax. It’s impossible to 
compete.” 

Starlight taxi firm owner Lionel 
Kipling agreed. He runs a fleet of 
14 taxis in Faversham and says the 
increased cost of fuel will cost him 
more than £300 per week. 

“We have a contract with Kent 
County Council, but since we 
signed it last year the cost of diesel 
has risen by more than 30p,” said 
Mr Kipling. 

“We can’t increase our prices 
because these are set by Swale 
council, so this increase will have a 
huge impact. I’m coming up to 
retirement so I’ll probably close the 
business down. 

“If the price increases to £1.50 a 
litre, we are dead in the water.” 

Commuters have also been left 
wondering how they will find the 
extra cash. 

Jane Hartman-Jemmett, of 
Hythe, works for the Bradley 
Group at Kent Science Park in 
Sittingboume. She says the hike 
will cost her £50 more per month. 

She said: “I’m undertaking a 
review of all household expendi¬ 
ture. I’ve had to reduce charitable 
donations and am about to move 
gyms to cut costs. 

“I think it’s outrageous that 
diesel is significantly cheaper 23 
miles away in Calais.”

KENT County Council’s decision to 
freeze the rate of council tax has 
been welcomed by Sittingboume 
county councillor Mike Whiting. 

Councillor Whiting said: “Local 
authorities like Kent are having to 
bear the brunt of the savings 
required to tackle the record levels of 
debt, and we face a reduction in 
funding of 22 per cent in the next 
two years, rising to 29 per cent over 
the next four years. 

“Freezing the council tax was a 
huge challenge, and some difficult 
decisions had to be taken, but it was 
important that we didn’t put addi¬ 
tional pressures on ratepayers in 
what will be a difficult year for 
everybody. 

“At a time when demands on serv¬ 
ices are rising, the council has man¬ 
aged to protect core services - those 
required by law - and many of the 
discretionary services, such as the 
freedom pass for schoolchildren and 
services for the elderly that are so 
valued by residents.” 

He also welcomed the proposed 
capital investment of £317m for the 
next year, and £772m over the next 
three years. 

Cllr Whiting said: “These large 
sums of money will help ensure proj¬ 
ects and vital works can go ahead in

Fears for African 
grey'soul mates' 
after aviary raid 


A DISABLED Murston woman 
has been “devastated” by the theft 
other two pet birds. 

Percy and Pip, a pair of African grey parrots, 
were taken from Marion Horsford’s garden 
aviary in Woodbury Drive, on December 22, 
just before 10pm. 

The pensioner had left them for a few min¬ 
utes to wrap Christmas presents, but on her 
return the birds had gone. 

Mrs Horsford, who has severe arthritis, 
believes her property was targeted specifically 
for the birds, worth about £900 each. 

‘You couldn’t see them from outside the gar¬ 
den, but you could hear them,” she said. “They 
were virtually under the kitchen window, so it 
was quite a brazen theft.” 

The 63-year-old said she left the birds out¬ 
side for a few extra minutes because they’d 
been cooped up inside due to bad weather. 

“I left them while I went to wrap presents 
with my daughter, Shonagh, but when I came 
back the aviaiy mesh had been folded back 
and the birds were gone. 

“I was horrified. At first I thought perhaps 
the door had come open and they had escaped, 
but then I saw the mesh had been pulled back 
enough for someone to squeeze in and out. 

“I ran shouting to my daughter and we 
phoned the police. We’re devastated.” 

A black metal carrier with a perch through

the middle was also missing. Mrs Horsford 
took both parrots in eight years ago when 
their owners were unable to look after them. 
She is worried the birds will be separated and 
sold on. 

“They are soul mates. We obtained Pip as a 
companion for Percy, who is a bit bonkers. He 
has a habit of plucking feathers from his chest 
and can be a bit vicious at times. 

“Pip is a little asthmatic and has breathing 
problems from time to time. I worry how they 
will cope if they are parted. They need their 
own space and get stressed if they are con¬ 
fined in cages. They are both veiy vocal and 
have good vocabularies. You can’t miss the 
sound of a parrot, so someone may notice 
them turning up somewhere. 

“They were like members of our family and 
we miss them terribly. It spoilt Christmas and 
now I can’t sleep wondering what’s happened 
to them and where they are. 

“It’s a cruel crime. I just hope someone can 
help us to get them back.”

A Large supermarkets don’t supply schools 
with raw ingredients.

This makes up our primary foot¬ 
print, but environmental impact doesn’t stop 
there. Food miles and packaging produce a 
secondary footprint. 

Over-packaged items and food brought over 
large distances all add to our carbon contribu¬ 
tion. Saving energy - and lowering emissions 
- isn’t only about changing light-bulbs and 
switching off appliances. 


A The way food is distributed nationally has 
production, consumption and trading prac¬ 
tices that destroy the environment, harm ani¬ 
mals and are deeply unjust. I would like a 
return to local-food-hubs, with enough pro¬ 
duced locally for all.

best medicine

STEPHEN K Amos is experiencing 
the biggest boom of his career. 

The comedian has recently been starring in 
his own self-titled TV show on BBC Two and is 
seen as one of the brighest new stars in the 
comedy firmament. 

And now he’s bringing his The Best 
Medicine show to Canterbury. 

“I’m feeling good about life right now,” he 
said. “I was really flattered that the BBC saw 
fit to give me the chance to do my own show, in 
this day and age if you are a comic on TV you 
don’t always get that platform to show all the 
different tilings you can do, so I saw it as a real 
great opportunity to show a bit more of 
myself.” 

The show went out on BBC Two on Friday 
nights at 10pm, but the series ended in the 
run up to Christmas. 

Stephen said of what he wanted to achieve 
with it: “I kind of hark back to the old style of 
Dave Allen with the feel of the show. It’s quite 
gentle and I embrace the variety nature of 
shows like that as I didn’t think that kind of 
thing was happening as much on TV anymore, 
so to help to try and revive it is something that 
it’s great to be involved with. 

“I didn’t want to do another bog-standard 
stand-up show. With that in mind we threw in 
some sketches, some bits with the audience 
and then some musical acts that you might 
not see on things like Michael McIntyre’s 
Comedy Roadshow. I just wanted to throw 
some more in there to mix it up a bit.” 

Stephen turned to comedy 15 years ago but 
never thought he’d make a career out of it. 

He said: “I was studying law at the time 
but decided I’d try my hand at stand-up and 
simply haven’t stopped. It was never part of 
my plan to live this life. I wanted to be a 
lawyer and see where that took me. 

“I’d never tried stand-up before, or any 
comedy and never been to a comedy club, so 
to me it was like a totally new medium. 

“I just took the attitude from the start 
that it was all about having fun on stage 
and not being too fearful of it. 

“That was probably helped initially by 
the fact that at the early shows a lot of my 
friends turned up. They found me funny 
anyway, but they obviously couldn’t be 
there every time I had a show and so they 
started to stop coming. But the laughs con¬ 
tinued and I decided to keep it going. 

“People always say to me it must be the 
most petrifying thing to do, but the worst 
that can happen is that people don’t 
laugh. It might be uncomfortable for a 
while but you’re not going to die. There’s 
usually a lot of goodwill in audiences too. 
Most people go to comedy nights to 
laugh, they want to laugh.” 

Stephen promises that his touring 
show is very different to his TV work. 

“This is live, unedited and in the 
moment. I try and keep it as fresh as 
possible. If something that is new 
material to me feels right I will do it 
and try it out. I try not to stick too rigid¬ 
ly to any script.” 

Stephen begins his tour in mid- 
January and says that he believes com¬ 
edy is having a real renaissance. 

“It’s absolutely going through a boom 
time. That’s got to be a good thing. I 
think we’ve all had enough of celebrity 
chefs. There was a time when you could¬ 
n’t turn on the TV without seeing one, 
but that seems to have died off a little. 

“People want to have a laugh when they 
get home.There are other art forms and 
stand-up comedy really is one worth putting 
on TV.”

ty to tame a fast and winding route either; the 
ride quality is stunning for such a capable 
sports car and I could imagine driving a huge 
distance in the RCZ without feeling jaded at 
the other end. 

The cabin is not a bad place to be either. 
Peugeot has made big strides here lately, open¬ 
ing up a lead over sister brand Citroen and 
arch-rival Renault. 

There is also decent storage space and while 
the RCZ can never pretend to be more than a 
2+2, it’s a decent one. 

Admittedly, grown-ups will struggle for 
headroom beneath the distinctive double-bub¬ 
ble rear roof; everyone said this would never 
be ported over from the original RCZ concept, 
but it has proved to be a practical way of using 
air flow to keep the rear screen clear of rain 
and crud. 

The RCZ is also environmentally-friendly for 
a ‘press on’ motor; our RCZ diesel pushes out 
just 139g/km of C02 and falls into road tax 
band-E (£110/year) and should average more 
than 50mpg - pretty impressive for a fun car. 

Will there be a roadster to attack the TT on 
both fronts? Peugeot has said ‘Non!’, but the 
demand is out there.

Minister says we've seen 
end of the housing boom 

BRITAIN’S property boom could be over 
for good, according to the housing minis¬ 
ter in the Coalition Government. 

Grant Shapps said homeowners 
should no longer rely on their houses to 
fund their retirement. 

He said ministers were hoping to engi¬ 
neer an era of “house price stability” in 
which property values would gradually 
be eroded by rising earnings. 

He suggested that in a ‘rational’ mar¬ 
ket, house prices might rise by two per 
cent while earnings rose by four per 
cent, making property more affordable 
over time. 

The Government is trying to encour¬ 
age councils and developers to build 
more homes to suppress the market and 
make it easier for first-time buyers to get 
on to the housing ladder. 

Mr Shapps, a Conservative, said a fall 
in the real value of houses would ease 
the “horrendous” situation faced by mil¬ 
lions of young people. 

He said property should “primarily be 
thought of as a place to be your home” 
rather than as an investment. 

“The main thing everyone requires for 
their subsistence is a roof over their 
head and when that basic human need 
becomes too expensive for average citi¬ 
zens to afford, something is out of kilter,” 
he continued. “I think the answer is 
house-price stability.” 

Give careful thought to 
your buy-to-let choice 

INVESTORS may wish to consider the 
location and nature of a property more 
carefully when taking out a buy-to-let 
policy, say experts. 

Analysts say buy-to-let is one of the top 
20 ways to profit from the current dip in 
the housing market, but urges people to 
be cautious about where and what they 
are buying. 

According to a survey most city centres 
have an abundance of flats, so the best 
returns come from letting three and 
four-bedroom houses to families. 

According to the findings some letting 
agents have experienced rises of 20 per 
cent in 2010, but they do not expect a 
great deal of capital appreciation until at 
least 2012. 

Buy-to-let landlords may also wish to 
consider empty properties as potential 
investment. 

David Ireland - chief executive of char¬ 
ity Empty Homes - said it is easier and 
cheaper to convert such dwellings than 
to construct new ones. 
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Slight price rise is not yet 
a sign of market recovery

THE latest house price index from 
the Nationwide Building Society 
has revealed a 0.4 per cent rise for 
the month of December compared 
with November. 

The latest rise means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£162,763. 

Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer, said: “Despite December’s increase, 
house prices have fallen in four out of the last 
six months and it would be premature to sug¬ 
gest the recent downward trend has been bro¬ 
ken on the basis of one month’s figures.” 

House prices came under pressure this year 
as a high level of instructions outstripped 
buyer demand. 

The prediction for house prices in 2011 is for 
a slight fall as demand for housing is expected 
to stay weak as a result of the uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding the economy and the Government’s 
massive spending cuts. 

Some experts are predicting falls of 
around five per cent in 2011, while many 
have suggested they could fall by as much as 
10 per cent. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders is predict¬ 
ing that the housing market will remain sub¬ 
dued in 2011, due to uncertainty surrounding 
the economy and the ongoing mortgage 
rationing by lenders - but is optimistic that 
stamp duty legislation could assist those 
wanting to buy for the first time. 

But it says lenders must be more flexible 
when deciding whether to assist them onto the 
housing ladder. 

Over recent times, demand has been weak 
as many buyers have adopted a “wait and see” 
approach as uncertainty continues to sur¬ 
round the economy and the Government’s 
spending cuts make prospective buyers cau¬ 
tious. However, the CML is hopeful that the 
£250,000 stamp duty exemption for first-time 
buyers may provide a modest boost to sales 
next year - particularly as the December 2011 
deadline looms. 

Despite this, the fact remains that first-time 
buyers continue to struggle to get onto the 


property ladder as lenders are still demanding 
large deposits. 

With regard to house prices, the CML 
expects them to fall modestly or stay flat next 
year as the availability of mortgages continues 
to “remain limited”. The body does not expect 
lending levels experienced during the housing 
boom to return for many years. 

Mortgage approvals are currently hovering 
around the 47,000 a month mark - this is less 


than half the level reached at the height of the 
housing boom in 2007. 

In the meantime, the CML predicts a modest 
rise in mortgage arrears and repossessions. 

The spokesman esplained this would be to 
reflect “the continuing pressure on household 
finances, the persistence of cases of long-term 
arrears and the government’s decision to cut 
help for borrowers by cutting payments of sup¬ 
port for mortgage interest.” 


Now's the time for first timers to get a mortgage 


MORTGAGE affordability in the UK for those 
looking to take their first steps onto the prop¬ 
erty ladder is at its most favourable for 12 
years, according to the latest annual Halifax 
First Time Buyer Review. 

Monthly mortgage costs as a proportion of 
income are now below the long term average 


and 40 per cent of local authorities are afford¬ 
able for first time buyers, a sevenfold increase 
on 2007, the report shows. 

The proportion of disposable earnings devot¬ 
ed to mortgage payments by a potential new 
first time buyer stood at 27 per cent in the 
autumn of 2010, the lowest since December 


1998 and almost half of the peak level of 50 
per cent in September 2007. 

This significant improvement in affordabili¬ 
ty over the past three years has been 
mainly driven by a combination of lower house 
prices and declining mortgage rates, the 
lender said.
